1969 Football Outlook 


Bowling Green State University's football forces move into 
the 1969 season with a total of 19 lettermen back from last year's 
squad that compiled a 6-3-1 overall record and finished in a 
third place tie in the Mid-American Conference with a 3-2-1 
mark. 

Discussing the 1969 season, BGSU's Coach Don Nehlen said, 
“TIl be disappointed if we aren't as good or better than we were 
last year. We will be more competitive in the Mid-American 
Conference but we will be hard pressed to equal last season's 
6-9-l record with Utah State and West Texas State replacing 
Ball State and Xavier on our schedule." 

When the Falcons take to the field, they will be taking aim 
on their 15th straight winning season. It all started back in 1955 
when Doyt Perry's first team rolled to a 7-1-1 record. 

During Bowling Green's 14 straight winning campaigns, the 
Falcons have compiled a 102-22-6 record while winning six Mid- 
American Conference championships. 

The Falcons step into the 1969 season with several plus 
factors as well as a few minuses. 

On the plus side, Bowling Green can list a coaching staff, 
headed by Don Nehlen, that has now worked together as a unit 
for one year, an experienced offensive line, some good potential 
in the offensive backfield plus a solid defensive line and line- 
backing corps. 

On the minus side, the Falcons can point to a defensive back- 
field that was riddled by graduation. 


Offensive Backfield 


Because a football team must score points to win games, a 
close look at Bowling Green's offensive backfield will be the 
first order of business. Fred Mathews, last year's leading rusher 
with 733 yards in 207 carries while playing tailback, Bob Zimp- 
fer, who caught 49 passes for 499 yards at wingback, and quar- 
terback Vern Wireman are all back with the Falcons. 


However, Mathews and Zimpfer will find themselves at new 
positions this season. Zimpfer was shifted to split end to replace 
Eddie Jones, 1968's leading receiver. Mathews will, in turn, 
take over for Zimpfer at wingback. 


Wireman, of course, who completed 65 of 128 passes for 769 
yards and eight touchdowns after taking over for the injured 
P. J. Nyitray, will be the quarterback. 

With Mathews gone from tailback, Roger Murray, who 
totaled 202 yards in 46 rushes last year, and Julius Livas, who 
came up with 243 yards for the 1968 frosh, will battle for this 
position. 

At fullback, both of last year's regulars, Chuck Radich and 
Ed Coletti, have graduated so the job will be a battle between 
Jerry Fields, 162 yards with the frosh, Ed Platzer and Issac 
Wright. 

According to Nehlen, the backfield looks like this, “we will 
be young and inexperienced but I think there is plenty of 
talent. If the younger players don't come through, Mathews 
will be moved back to tailback. In either case. we will be as 
good as we were last year." 


Offensive Line 


You can have all the ball carriers in the world but without 
an offensive line, the picture can't be too bright. Fortunately, 
for the Falcons, this looks like a good area. 

At the tackles, veterans Carl Battershell and Dave Urdzik 
are returning along with letter winning guards Dave Finley and 
Bill Roeder. Center Britt Raburn also lettered with the Falcons 
in 1968. 

At the ends, Zimpfer will, of course, be handling the split 
position while the tight end slot will be a battle between Tom 
Lawrence and Steve Lanning, a veteran who was moved from 
fullback. 

Summing up the line, Nehlen said, “it will be better than it 
was in 1968 but it is nothing to get too excited about because 
we are still small and not very fast.” 


Defensive Line 


If Bowling Green has one big plus this season, it has to be 
the defensive line and linebackers. Veterans dominate the posi- 
tions with Phil Villapiano and John Szychowski at the ends plus 
Tom Lloyd and Dave Roese at the tackles. Joe Green, an All 
Mid-American Conference selection, will be the middle guard. 

“He is a definite All-American candidate who should be the 
best middle guard in the midwest,” Nehlen said as he described 
Green. Behind Green will be the best linebackers Bowling 
Green has had in several years, Dave Polak and Bob Simmons. 


Defensive Backfield 


However, in the defensive backfield, the Falcons could have 
their problems. Lawrence Kelly and Bill Deming are the only 
veterans so Nehlen has tapped a couple of offensive backs, Greg 
Shinn and Honester Davidson, for the defensive backfield. 

Looking at the defensive backfield, Nehlen said, “the second- 
ary will be in an experimental stage but if Davidson and Shinn 
can't do it, I'm not even going to the games this season.” 


All in all, the picture amounts to this, the Falcons will be 
improved on offense with a better backfield and a line that is, 
at the very least, as good as last year's. Defensively, headed by 
Green, the line will be a holy terror but the backs will have to 
work very hard to rebuild an area that could be plenty of 
trouble. 


In the specialty departments, Lawrence, who compiled a 35.1 
average in 1968, will be handling the punting chores for the 
Falcons while newcomer Roger Short, who first tried out this 
spring, seems settled in the PAT, field goal and kickoff areas. 

In the Mid-American Conference, the Falcons will again 
have their hands full of problems with Miami and Ohio Uni- 
versity looking like the teams to beat. Bowling Green, Western 
Michigan, Kent State and Toledo should all be improved but 
it looks like an uphill fight to overtake Miami's Redskins. 


Position by Position Analysis 


Offense 
Ends—Not quite as strong a position as last year because 


Eddie Jones and Jim Hodakievic have graduated ... Bob Zimp- 
fer and Steve Lanning have been shifted to the end slots to help 
out . . . Zimpfer will definitely be the split end with Tom 
Lawrence and Lanning battling for the tight slot. 

Tackles-BGSU should be better this year at the tackle 
positions although the personnel is the same . . . Dave Urdzik 
and Carl Battershell, who have gained some weight, will be the 
starters with Joe Shocklee as third tackle. 

Guards—These positions should be as good as last year... 
Dave Finley and Bill Roeder, a pair of lettermen, are the 
starters and Dennis Maupin has been shifted to guard where 
he will battle for either a starting job or the third spot. 

Center—Problems here . . . if Britt Raburn's back holds up, 
he will be the center . . . if not, it's up to Larran Meador and 
Carl Angelo, a couple of adequate players who are also injury 
prone .. . weaker here than last year. 

Quarterback—Uncertain depth, so weaker here than in '68 
. . . Vern Wireman is a capable starter with Terry Bork and 
Dan McCann being the most likely replacements . . . BGSU's 
greatest all-time passer, P. J. Nyitray, has graduated. 

Tailback—Much stronger here than last year despite the 
fact that Fred Mathews gained 733 yards running at this slot 
in '68 . . . three fairly fast, fairly good sized players, Julius 
Livas, Roger Murray and Jim Meeker, are at tailback with 
Livas holding the edge . . . Murray missed spring drills because 
of illness. 

Wingback—Mathews has done a good job moving from tail- 


back to wingback where BG can take advantage of his blocking 
and pass catching abilities . . . Art Travis provides adequate 
depth... all in all, as strong as '68. 

Fullback--BG should be much stronger here with three full- 
backs, Jerry Fields, Ed Platzer and Issac Wright . . . all three 
are capable footballers with good size and speed . . . Fields 
leads the pack. 


Defense 
Ends—Compared to last year, this position is as strong with 


Phil Villapiano and John Szychowski starting and Ron Comer 
in the backup position. 

Tackles—Strongest spot on the team with Tom Lloyd and 
Dave Roese, a pair of veterans, starting and newcomers Law- 
rence Witherspoon and Jack McKenzie waiting in the wings 

. all better than average. 

Middle Guard--Joe Green stands alone in more ways than 
one... first of all, he is the best in the midwest and secondly, 
there is no one behind him for depth. 

Linebackers—Captain and three-year starter Dennis Zolciak 
has graduated but Bob Simmons can probably take right over 
for him . . . Dave Polak is more than capable at the LB slot 
and the depth is adequate with Mike Von Stein, Tom Merlitti 
and Rich Duetemeyer. 

Secondary—Graduation hurt things here with George Greg- 
ory, Jerry Machovina, Bob Maltarich, Mike Shepherd and Rick 
Perrin all checking out . . . definite lack of experience with 
halfback Bill Deming and safety Lawrence Kelly seeing the 
only playing time in '68 . . . pair of offensive halfbacks, Honester 
Davidson and Greg Shinn, have been shifted here . . . lack of 
experience and depth create the biggest problem spot on the 
team. 7 


THE FORMATIONS 


This season, Bowling Green State University's offense will 
be operating out of a pro type setup with a split end, wingback 
and tailback. 


The Falcons will have two sides of the line with one being 
termed the quick side while the other is called the strong side. 
The two sides of the line will be flipped flopped as a unit, 
depending on the formation that is called. 


Defensively, the Falcons will remain much the same as they 
have been for the past several years, operating put of the basic 
5-4-2 Oklahoma formation.

Players—Split end Bob Zimpfer is a two-sport star at Bowl- 
ing Green. This past spring, he was the No. 6 player on BGSU's 
tennis squad. He shares Bowling Green's record for the most 
passes caught in a season as he grabbed off 49 last season. Zimp- 
fer shares the mark with Eddie Jones. There are several other 
two-sport footballers including split end Rick Allen, also a 
hockey player, center Britt Raburn, quarterback Terry Bork 
and fullback Ed Platzer are all baseball players while middle 
guard Joe Green is a wrestler. Halfback Honester Davidson 
participated in track this past spring while safetyman Art 
Curtis saw plenty of lacrosse action. 


Speaking of Joe Green, did you know that he was a two-time 
state wrestling champion at Toledo Scott High School where 
he compiled a 97-7-0 record? It is also interesting to note that 
Green is very clothes conscious. In fact, he even goes as far as 
to wear silk underwear that matches his suit of clothes for the 
day. 


Last year, tight end Steve Lanning was told he would never 
play football again because of a head injury. However, the 
pain went away and he got his doctor's permission to play again. 
Coach Don Nehlen shifted him from fullback to tight end 
where he is now battling for the first string slot. 


Dennis Maupin's brother, Jay, was a football star at Ohio 
University. Terry Bork was a second string All Mid-American 
Conference selection in baseball this past spring as a pitcher. 
Tailback Julius Livas and fullback Jerry Fields are both from 
Youngstown South High School. 


Safety Lawrence Kelly is a brilliant student with a 3.7 accu- 
mulative average in administrative science. Two sets of brothers, 
Dave and Bruce Roese, plus Mike and Jack Hogan, are with 
the Falcons this season. 


Coaches—Bowling Green's head coach Don Nehlen quarter- 
backed BGSU's Falcons from 1955 through 1957. He was a 
second team AII-MAC selection as a senior. Pass offense co- 
ordinator Carlos Jackson has a brother, Grant, who is now a 
starting pitcher with the Philadelphia Phillies in the National 
League, and was named to the 1969 All-Star team. Bob Dudley 
and Jim Ruehl have been members of Bowling Green's football 
coaching staff for 15 and 14 ycars respectively. 


History—Bowling Green is now in its 51st year of inter- 
collegiate football action. In its first 50 years of action, the 
Falcons posted a 239-127-43 record. Bowling Green has moved 


to 14 straight winning seasons under three coaches, Doyt Perry, 
Bob Gibson and Don Nehlen. 


This will be the fourth season for the Falcons in their cur- 
rent stadium, Doyt L. Perry Field. In their first three years, 
the Falcons have a 9-5 mark at Perry Field.

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Bowling Green's Football History 


Football in the United States is currently celebrating its 
100th anniversary so, in terms of the national scene, Bowling 
Green State University's football program is far from the oldest. 


The Falcons are now moving into their 51st year of football 
action. This puts Bowling Green way behind many of the 
eastern schools. However, when it comes to the record, the Fal- 
cons don't have to take a back seat to any school. 


In its first 50 years of football competition, the Falcons have 
rolled to a 239-127-43 record and Bowling Green now has a total 
of 14 straight winning seasons under its belt. 


A large portion of this BGSU record has been established 
by two coaches, Bob Whittaker, and Doyt Perry. In 14 years, 
Whittaker compiled a 66-50-7 record while Perry rolled to a 77- 
10-5 mark in 10 campaigns. 


Together, in 24 seasons of action, these two coaches estab- 
lished a 143-60-12 record with just four years being on the losing 
side of the ledger. 


Whittaker and Perry have easily accounted foi more than 
one-half of the Falcons' victories while not obtaining one-half 
of the defeats. 


Overall, the Falcons' record has been outstanding but it 
has also been equally as good in the Mid-American Conference 
where Bowling Green is now entering its 18th year of action. 


Bowling Green joined the Conference in 1952 and during 
the past 17 seasons, the Falcons have established a 69-30-6 record 
while winning six titles. 


The Mid-American Conference was established in 1947 and 
during those 21 seasons, only six schools, Bowling Green, Miami, 
Ohio University, Western Michigan, Toledo, and Cincinnati 
have won championships. Miami's Redskins lead the way in the 
titles won department with eight. 


In Bowling Green's first 50 years of competition, the Falcons 
faced a total of 70 different opponents with 1l coaches guiding 
BGSU's football fortunes. 


Out of the 70 different opponents, Bowling Green holds a 
winning record against 44 of them with Miami's Redskins being 
the only Mid-American Conference school to hold an edge over 
the Falcons. 


Only three former Bowling Green coaches compiled losing 
records and these three led the Falcons for a combined total of 
just 16 games. John Stitt and Walter Jean, Bowling Green's 
first two coaches, and R. B. McCandless were the only three 
coaches on the losing side of the ledger. 


Earl Kreiger, Al Snyder, Warren Steller, Harry Ockerman, 
Whittaker, Perry, and Bob Gibson were all winners with the 
Falcons. Whittaker coached the Falcons in the most games, 123, 
while Perry racked up the most victories, 77.

Head Coach Don Nehlen 


Don Nehlen wrapped up his first season as Bowling Green 
State University's head football coach after the 1968 campaign 
and by anyone's standards it was highly successful. 

The Falcons compiled a 6-3-1 overall record and finished 
in a third place tie in the Mid-American Conference with a 
3-2-1 slate. In the conference, Bowling Green tripped Western 
Michigan, Kent State and Marshall while tieing Toledo. 

Nehlen, who quarterbacked Bowling Green's Falcons from 
1955-57 and landed a second team All-Mid American Conference 
berth during his senior year, replaced Bob Gibson as BGSU's 
head coach before the 1968 campaign. 

Before taking over as head coach, Nehlen served as Bowling 
Green's defensive coordinator for three years and turned in a 
fine record. In three seasons, his defensive squads yielded only 
361 points in 28 games for an average of slightly under 13 points 
a game. His teams recorded six shutouts. 

During his years as a player at Bowling Green, Nehlen 
played under Bowling Green's current Athletic Director Doyt 
L. Perry. Perry said "Nehlen was a quarterback on my first 
team at Bowling Green. His enthusiasm, spirit and energy were 
contagious at that time and they have continued throughout his 
coaching career. I am confident that Don will make a fine 
football coach for Bowling Green." 

Nehlen is Bowling Green's 11th head football coach in the 
Falcons 51-year intercollegiate history. He is only the second, 
Doyt Perry being the first, Bowling Green player to return to 
his alma mater as head coach. 

In his three seasons as Bowling Green's signal caller, Nehlen 
took to the air 163 times and completed 80 for 1,173 yards and 
11 touchdowns. He also scored six touchdowns for a total of 
36 points while rushing 132 times for 271 yards. 

During his entire coaching career, Nehlen has had nothing 
but success. After graduating from Bowling Green in June of 
1958, Nehlen became the reserve football coach at Mansfield 
Senior High School. 

From 1959-1962, Nehlen was the head football coach at 
Canton South High School where his teams recorded a 24-11-2 
record. Nehlen won two titles and tied for another in the 
Stark County Class AA League in four years. 

In 1963, Nehlen was at the University of Cincinnati as back- 
field coach. In 1964, he returned to the high school ranks as 
the head coach at Canton McKinley High School. That year, 
his squad compiled a 9-1 record and finished second in the 
state. His overall high school record was 33-12-2 and his teams 
won 24 of their last 27 games. 

Nehlen graduated from Canton Lincoln High School in 
1954 where he lettered for two years as a quarterback and 
landed All-City and All-County honors. He also earned a total 
of seven letters in basketball and baseball and was voted as the 
Outstanding Athlete in Lincoln's 1954 graduating class. 

Nehlen, age 33, received his Bachelor of Science in Educa- 
tion degree from Bowling Green in 1958 and then earned a 
Masters Degree at Kent State University in 1965. 

He married the former Merry Ann Chopson in 1958 and 
has two children, Danny and Vicky.

ROBERT DUDLEY, Offensive Backfield Coach 
Dudley, now in his 15th season at 
Bowling Green, is the "dean" of Don 


Nehlen's staff . . . he is the only member 
of Doyt Perry's original staff still at the 
university . . . He also handles the press 


box phones during the games and takes 
care of the offensive statistical duties... 
Dudley came to Bowling Green in 1955 
after two years as head coach at Colum- 
bus Grandview . . . He graduated from 
Columbus North High School in 1941 
then enrolled at Capital University where 
he starred in football, basketball and 
baseball . . . After three years in the service, he entered Ohio 
State University and earned two letters in baseball . . . Dudley 
earned his BA from Ohio State in 1948 then received his MA at 
Bowling Green in 1957 . . . He is married and has two sons. 


JAMES RUEHL, Defensive Coordinator 

Ruehl is now moving into his 14th sea- 
son with the Falcons . . . he has spent 10 
years at Bowling Green on the varsity 
staff after he marked up his first three 
BG seasons as freshman coach . . . As 
frosh mentor, Ruehl dropped only two 
games as his teams finished with a 14-2-2 
mark... He was an outstanding athlete 
at Allegheny High School in Cumberland, 
Md. before he enrolled at Ohio State 
University and won his frosh numerals in 


1949 . . . 'The Korean War interrupted 

Ruehl's education as he served with the 
Marines at Camp LeJuene . . . He returned to Ohio State in 
1952 and won a varsity letter as a center. A leg injury forced 
him out of the lineup in 1953 . .. Ruehl was serving as a stu- 
dent assistant at OSU in 1954 when Doyt Perry invited him to 
Bowling Green . . . He gained his MA degree at BG in 1956 


... Ruehl is married and has three sons and two daughters. 


TOM KISSELLE, Defensive Ends and Linebacker Coach 
Kisselle, an All Mid-American Confer- 
ence end at Bowling Green during the 
1953-55 era was named as the Falcons' 
end coach before the 1965 season opened 
. Kisselle was athletic director and 
head football coach at Streetsboro High 
School until his '65 resignation . . . Be- 
fore taking the Streetsboro position, Kis- 
selle was an assistant coach at both West- 
ern Michigan and Kent State . . . After 
graduating from Bowling Green in 1956, 
Kisselle spent two years in the Marine 
Corps, playing football at Quantico... 
He also was line coach for the Third Marine Division in the 


Far East Command on Okinawa . . . He returned to Bowling 
Green in 1958 to earn his master's degree . . . Kisselle played 
his high school football at Bay Village . . . He is married and 


has two sons. Kisselle is in his fifth season at BGSU. 


CARLOS JACKSON, Pass Offense Coordinator 
Jackson, a 1958 Bowling Green grad- 
uate, became BGSU's seventh assistant 
football coach during the 1968 summer 
months . . . Will be in charge of Bowling 
Green's pass offense . . . had a fine year 
with the 1955 Bowling Green team as he 
led the Falcons in rushing with 505 yards 
in 86 carries for a 5.9 average . . . missed 
the 1956 campaign because of polio then 
came back in 1957 to see limited action 
. also competed in track . . . before 
returning to Bowling Green, he was an 
assistant coach at Fostoria High School 
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.. . following a fine career at Fostoria High School, Jackson 
attended Ohio State . . . the Korean War interrupted his Ohio 
State work and he served in the Army Medical Corps . . . played 
on a service football team and competed in the All-Army track 
meet . . . after being discharged, Jackson enrolled at BGSU ... 
earned his masters degree from Bowling Green in 1963 and is 
currently doing doctoral work at BGSU . . . during the off 
season, he will be an admissions counselor, devoting his efforts 
to advising and recruiting high school students . . . married 
and has three children. 


ELLIOTT UZELAC, Offensive Coordinator 

. Uzelac, who led West Virginia’s Logan 
High School to a 9-1 record in 1967, is 
one of the newest coaches on Bowling 
Green State University's staff . . . under 
coach Don Nehlen, Uzelac will be in 
charge of the offense . . . graduated from 
BGSU in 1966 with a Masters of Educa- 
tion Degree then took the head coaching 
post at Logan . . . in two seasons, Uzelac 
ran up a 15-5 record at Logan .. . gradu- 
ated from Western Michigan in 1964 
where he participated in football and 
track . . . knee injury cut his football 
career short but he was the Mid-American Conference's shot put 
champion in 1964 . . . attended Tolleston High School in Gary, 
Indiana where he participated in football, basketball and track 
... he was an All-City and All-Conference selection in both 
football and track . . . married and has a daughter. 


JACK HARBAUGH, Defensive Backfield Coach 
Harbaugh, one of the newest members 
of Bowling Green State University's staff, 
will serve as the Falcons' defensive back- 
field coach this season . . . second year on 
BGSU's staff . . . graduated from Bowling 
Green in 1961 after lettering for two 
years as a quarterback and defensive back 
with the Falcons . . . also lettered for 
two years with the baseball squad . . . in 
1967, Harbaugh was the defensive back- 
field coach at Morehead State . . . after 
graduating from BGSU, Harbaugh served 
as an assistant coach at Canton McKinley 
and Perrysburg .. . during the 1964 and 1965 seasons, he served 
as head coach at Eaton High School, compiling an 11-8-1 record 
. . in 1966, he led Xenia to a 8-1-1 mark and won the Western 
Ohio League championship . . . named as the Western Ohio 
League's Coach of the Year . . . earned his masters degree from 
Bowling Green in 1964 . . . Harbaugh ran up a fine record at 
Crestline High School where he won All-State honors in both 
football and baseball .. . he is married and has two sons. 


TOM REICOSKY, Freshman Coach 

Reicosky, an All Mid-American Confer- 
ence defensive back on Bowling Green's 
1964 championship team, took over as 
BGSU's head freshman coach last year 
after serving for two years as the varsity's 
defensive backfield coach . . . Reicosky 
earned his Bachelor of Science degree 
from Bowling Green in 1965 before re- 
ceiving his Masters Degree in 1966 ... 
Reicosky, from East Sparta, graduated 
from Sandy Valley High School where he 
starred at fullback and received both 
All-County and All-League recognition 
- .. he captained the basketball squad and won two letters .. . 
along with his football duties, Reicosky is also assistant baseball 
coach at Bowling Green . . . Reicosky is in his fourth year... 
he is married and has a daughter.

UTAH STATE--This is the first time the two schools have 


ever met on the gridiron . . . Logan, Utah has a population of 
30,000 . . . Utah State is an independent . . . Utah State de- 
feated West Texas State last year 20-10 ... West Texas State is 


appearing on BGSU's schedule for the fourth time this year . . . 
Utah State has five California junior college transfers coming in 
this year . . . Last year, Utah State's biggest quarter was the 
first, scoring 90 of a total 247 points . . . the weakest quar- 
ter for scoring was the fourth as the Big Blue scored just 
39 points during this period... on defense, Utah State held its 
opponents to just 12 points in the third period . . . the Big 
Blue's Homecoming game is against Memphis State Oct. 25... 
Utah State's Romney Stadium was opened in 1968. 
DAYTON--Four Mid-American Conference schools are listed 
on the Flyers' 1969 schedule including BG, Toledo, Miami and 
Kent State . . . Dayton adds Akron and Northern Illinois as 
first year opponents . . . in last year's game, there were no 
fumbles but BG was penalized 76 yards to Dayton's five... 
The Flyers have not beaten Bowling Green in 11 games and 
have scored but 32 points in those contests, 14 of which came

WESTERN MICHIGAN- Bronco head freshman coach 
Charles Comer is a 1961 graduate of Bowling Green State Uni- 
versity . . . two all-league players are returning to the Bronco 
scene: Paul Minnis, offensive guard, and Mike Siwek, defensive 
tackle . . . both were second team choices . . . Coach Bill Doo- 
little was an assistant coach at Canton . . . last year's losing 
campaign was the first in four seasons for Doolittle . . . before 
last year, he compiled records of 6-2-1, 7-3, and 5-4... he is a 
native of Mansfield . . . the Broncos best quarter in scoring 
last season was the second when they collected 58 of 160 total 
points... they allowed 74 of 191 opponent points to be scored 
in the final period. 


TOLEDO- Last year's 0-0 contest has been termed by many as 
one of the greatest defensive battles of all Mid-American Con- 
ference time . . . before 18,236 in TU's Glass Bowl Stadium each 
team allowed the other the minimum of offensive drive . . . 
Toledo had 11 first downs, BG 14... in total offense Toledo had 
278 yards to BG's 242 . . . a 35-yard field goal attempt by Kenny 
Crots was not good in the closing seconds of the game . .. 
Toledo is Bowling Green's second oldest rival . . . The Rockets 
freshman squad was one of the best ever, record wise, and 
talent wise at TU . . . Crots, a senior, holds the NCAA record 
for consecutive points after touchdown . . . tailback Roland Moss 
was TU's only contribution to the pro ranks last year . . . he 
went with Baltimore . . . of the 109 players listed on the spring 
football roster 54 are from Toledo and towns in a 60-mile radius. 


KENT STATE-In last year's game, BG rolled up four touch- 
downs before Kent could tally . . . 1968 was Dave Puddington's 
initial season after taking over for Leo Strang who compiled a 
16-21-2 record in four years . . . Kent is BG's oldest rival and 
the Falcons hold a 21-10-6 edge in the series . . . last year's game 
was played on a rather ideal afternoon with 59-degree tempera- 
tures . . . Robert Harrison is a newcomer to Kent's coaching 
staff this season . . . he's from Cleveland John Adams . .. he 
was an All-Mid American Conference end in 1963 at Kent... 
the Flashes lost Bill Eppright as placekicker and he will 
apparently be replaced by an untried sophomore, Ron Duck- 
worth... but punting is another story as Kent has Larry Cella, 
who kicked 59 times for 2,323 yards and a 89.6 average...KS's 
offensive system is a "shooting I” . . . returning at the fullback 
post will be Don Nottingham who attempted 163 times in 1968 
and gained 727 yards for a 4.4 average and five touchdowns ,.. 
last year BG dominated the offense in the first half especially 
when the Falcons total yardage was at 177 while KS's was at 58. 
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MIAMI--The Redskins are pushing tight end Gary Arthur 
as an All-American candidate . . . the Redskins have 28 letter- 
men returning . . . the jinx of the home field stopped last year 
when Miami whipped BG at Miami 31-7 . . . before that Miami 
hadn't beaten Bowling Green at Oxford since 1958 . . . the 
Redskins have defeated the Falcons four straight at BG . . . the 
biggest story may be new coach Bill Mallory, former assistant at 
BGSU in his first campaign at Miami . . . he is a 1957 Redskin 
graduate . . . former coach Bo Schembechler went to Michigan, 

. coaching the middle guards and linebackers for Miami is 
Bob Reublin, a 1961 BGSU grad ... the Redskins only loss to 
a MAC opponent last year was a 24-7 decision to champ Ohio 
University . . . look for Kent Thompson to lead the Miami 
charge . . . he completed 76 of 159 passes for 970 yards, rushed 
146 times for 575 yards and was the top scorer with 62 points. 


MARSHALL- Bowling Green has now won 14 straight from 
Marshall and hasn't lost since 1954 . . . Coach Perry Moss came 
last year from the Orlando Panthers of the Continental League 
... he also coached the Charleston Rockets of the same league 
...two years ago at Huntington, BG won on a last-minute field 
goal by Jim Perry to give the Falcons a 13-1 series lead... last 
year's rout was 54-28 . . . sophomores are the key to success for 
the Herd this season . . . last year's frosh squad was 5-0 with 
its initial victory a 27-16 win over the University of Kentucky 
. . . Moss has tagged quarterback Ted Shoebridge and Ron 
Mikolajezyk as potential All-Americans . . . The Herd has 20 
lettermen returning, having lost 23. Marshall was 0-9-1 last 
year with the tie being against Morehead, the first game of the 
season, 7-7 .. . Marshall's Fairfield Stadium has been renovated. 


OHIO—Racing to a league championship, quarterback Cleve 
Bryant won big for the Bobcats last year. . . things aren't ex- 
pected to change this year . . . Bowling Green holds an 11-9-1 
edge in the series despite losses the last two years . . . in 11 
seasons at Ohio, Bill Hess has a 67-39-2 record which does not 
include Ohio's loss to Richmond 49-42, in the post-season Tan- 
gerine Bowl ... Ohio was ranked 18th (tie) by UPI and 20th 
by AP in final national rankings . . . three 1968 graduates signed 
pro contracts...they were Ken Carmon (Eagles), Frank Peters 
(Jet, and Bob Houmard (Steelers) . . . last year's Bobcats 
were the first MAC team to go undefeated since 1960 . . . 15,228 
saw last season's 28-27 thriller at Perry Field ... it took a great 
run by Bryant (48 yards) to garner the win. 


WEST TEXAS STATE—Last meeting was in 1965 when the 
Falcons under Bob Gibson garnered a Mid-American Confer- 
ence championship but had the season somewhat dampened by 
a 34-0 loss to the Buffaloes . . . West Texas State has just two 
foes that they do not hold a series edge over this season. . . 
Southern Mississippi has beaten WTS 4-1 while Wichita State 
holds a 3-2 edge . . .

BG's Athletic Facilities 


Bowling Green State University is currently undergoing the 
largest expansion program in its history and part of the exten- 
sive building program has provided the university with some of 
the best athletic facilities in the midwest. 


In 1966, Bowling Green could only talk about the upcoming 
facilities but now all the talk has become reality as BGSU has 
completed its football stadium, ice arena and all-weather track. 


Following a Bowling Green tradition, the Falcons' new foot- 
ball home has been named Doyt L. Perry Field, honoring the 
university's athletic director. The stadium provides seating for 
23,272 fans and contains the latest in facilities and accommo- 
dations. 


Bowling Green's $1.8 million ice arena that is termed “the 
finest facility of its type on a United States college campus," 
was opened in 1967. 


The arena contains three sheets of ice for figure skating, 
curling and hockey as well as for recreational skating. 


The arena's main sheet of ice, that measures 200 by 85 feet, 
will be used for hockey and recreational skating while the sheet 
that is 80 by 40 feet will be exclusively for figure skating. The 
arena also features four regulation curling sheets and a seating 
capacity of 3,500. 


The Robert H. Whittaker Track, adjacent to the stadium, 
was the first of its kind in this area of the United States. The 
nine-lane, quarter mile oval was surfaced with a non-skid, ali- 
weather plastic material called Tartan. 


The Whittaker Track, named after the university's former 
football and track coach, was used during the Mid-American 
Conference Championships held at Bowling Green in May of 
1966 and the facility turned out to be even better than expected. 


Bowling Green's stadium is certainly one of the show places 
of northwestern Ohio. 


On the east side of the stadium are dressing facilities plus 
training and equipment areas to handle all of Bowling Green's 
outdoor sports. On the east mezzanine floor, the stadium has 
30 offices and meeting rooms. 


Four handball courts plus locker rooms and showers along 
with storage areas are situated on the west side. Six classrooms 
are located on the west mezzanine floor. The press box, also on 
the west side, has facilities for 75 members of the working press 
and includes 10 radio booths and two television areas. 

If, in the future, the stadium needs to be expanded, com- 
pleting the oval will add 20,900 additional seats. An upper 
deck on the stadium would make possible another 16,000 seats. 
Bowling .Green's stadium, at total capacity, will seat over 60,000 
people. 

With the addition of the stadium, ice arena, track, and a 
newly completed astro turf driving range, Bowling Green has 
outstanding athletic facilities that also include a nine-hole golf 
course, two baseball diamonds, and 18 tennis courts. All these 
facilities are on the eastern part of campus, beyond Yount Road.
